OPPOSITION FRONT BENCH 


SUGGESTIONS. 


The Speaker took the chair in Dail Eireann 
yesterday at 10.35 a.m. 

The debate on the motion for £300,000 for 
relief schemes was resumed. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that 
when the Dail reassembled after the five 
months’ recess the President of the Executive 
Council outlined _ some distinct proposals 
which the Government. had been consider- 
ing and had decided to adopt in order to 
remedy the existing state of affairs. If any 
deputy at the time had any doubts concern- 
ing the political basis of the proposals thee- 
doubts had been removed by speeches de- 
livered by Ministers in relation to them since. 
The proposal to -npcse a prohibitive tariff on 
imported brt:er was not made with a view to 
helping the <: “v formers, who,:in fact, were 
not likely to be a:fected by it, but in the 
hope that the tariff would result in a rise of 
price, and that they could come to the Dail 
next week or the following week and point to 
the rise in prices, and ask that the tariff be 
removed. 

The proposal to alter the financial basis 
of the unemployment insurance scheme was 
designed to show prosperity which did not 
exist, and the vote for £300,000 was meant to 
silence dissatisfaction amongst Cumann na 
1 Gaedheal supporters. The Executive Council 
were reiterating the statement that the coun- 
try was more prosperous than ever before, 
but they asked the Dail to agree to an emer- 
gency measure of this kind, which would not. 
he necessary if distress did not exist. 
Industries in the country were going one 
by one in consequence of the failure of the 
Government to take adequate measures to pro- 
tect them against unfair foreign competition. 


POVERTY IN DUBLIN. 

The number of unemployed had increased, 
and there was a great deal of poverty 
throughout the country. It was particularly 
bad in the City of Dublin. He thought that 
there could be no poverty so absolute as the 
poverty in a large city like Dublin. In rural 
districts a person, no matter how destitute he 
might be, would not starve as a rule, but in 
Dublin a person could be starving in one room 
in a tenement dwelling and people in other 
rooms would not even know, and if they did 
know probably would not care. There was 
that impersonal atmosphere existing in the 
city which made poverty here particularly 
severe. 

In Ringsend district the poverty was appal- 
ling owing to the failure of the bottle-making 
industry, and poor fishing. The Dail should 
understand that it could not out of taxation 
to supply relief for 
unemployment. The only cure was work. The 
Government should start national schemes, 
so that every man willing to work would 
get work. 

They were told that the credit of the State 
stood high. If that was so why should it not 
be utilised to borrow money with which 
schemes of necessary improvement could Le 
carried out. In the majority of the towns 
in the Free State there was neither adequate 
sewerage nor water supply; and there was no 
doubt that the health of the people was 
being impaired in the absence of these 
amenities. 

The Land Commission had been promising 
to complete a scheme of afforestation in 
twenty years. Why not speed up the work 
and provide employment at present when it 
was wanted? Then there was the necessity 
for providing houses to the number of 
50,000. Why should not work on preparing 
tne sites be undertaken at once so as to give 
employment ? 

This £306,000, he said, would be atilised, 
as other sums before it, to give work to those 
who were in sympathy with the Cumann na 
nzaedheal party. His own party did not like 
to resist the passing of this vote, but they 
had little hope that any real good would 
result from it, and the Dail would be deluded 
into believing that it had done its duty. The 
only real remedy for the situation was the 
protection of our industries, and the develop- 
ment of the home market.

In 
regard to the application of the relief grant, 
he thought that the men who had saved the 
country in 1922-23 deserved well and should 
be remembered by the Government. He also 
thought that many unmarried men had just 
us many dependents to support as married 
men, and that they should be helped by the 
scheme. , 

Dr. WHITE (Govt., Waterford) said that 
he was convinced that the country had turned 
the corner. They would always have the 
problems of unemployment—no statesmen in 
the world had succeeded in solving this prob- 
lem. 

They were urged to impose tariffs as a 
solution of unemployment but there was a 
huge unemployment roll in America, which 
was one of the most highly protected coun- 
tries in the world. The Government had not 
failed to do everything possible that coula 
be done generally for the me 

If they had the help of the Opposition in 
1922-23, when the Government was endeavour- 
ing to build with one hand and fight with 
the other—if they had been able to use both 
hands for constructive purposes—they woula 
have done twice as much in the way . ot 
housing, etc. 

The Cumann na nGaedheal deputies did not 
intend to use this grant for political motives, 
but they did intend to try to secure as much 
as they could of the grant for their con- 
stituencies. 

Mr. CORKERY (F.F., Cork N.) said that 
undoubtedly this grant was necessary, but i 
the Government had been doing its duty, 
and thinking more of Ireland and less oi: 
Empire, there would be no need for such 
grants. After eight years in office the Go- 
vernment had nothing to fall back on as a 
solution of the country’s problems. but such 
grants. They were told that if there had been 
no fighting the Government would have been 
able to build with both hands, but there had 
been no fighting for six or seven years, and 
still conditions had not improved. 

Mr. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow) suggested 
that a grant should be given to local bodies 
in Wicklow to enable them to deal with 
the results of coast erosion pending the re- 
port of the Coast Erosion Committee. Until 
they improved housing in the country he saw 
no hope for better health conditions. The 
unemployment problem was not one for any 
particular party—every party should  en- 
deavour to solve it. 

THE OUTPUT OF WEALTH. 

Mr, J. J. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin N.) said 
that the Opposition had made every effort 
to exaggerate the existing situation, but he 
asserted that the condition of the country 
economically was inuch better than it had 
been of late years In the opinion of the 
Opposition, anything that was done by the 
Government was not right. Mr. de Valera 
had said that the output of wealth had gone 
down by £5,000,000, but he had not studied 
the official figures when he said that. He 
(Mr. Byrne) could tell him that the output 
of wealth within the last four years had 
considerably increased by £7,750,000, while 
imports were reduced. He thought that Mr. 
de Valera ought not to depreciate the credit 
dnd the progress which this State had un- 
donbtedly made. He ho that when thid 
£300,000 was being distributed a good share 
of it would be spent among the poor of the 
City of Dublin, whose ratepayers had been 
wey taxed for the relief of the unem- 

oyed. 
Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin 8.) said 
that the mentality shown in that discussion 
was characteristic of the attitude of the 
Fianna Fail Party both inside and ontsido 
the House. Their object seemed to be to 
paint the members of the Government as a 
callous, black-hearted, cruel, malignant 
people, who were happy only when they 
were doing something cruel and unjust to 
the people whom they were elected to serve. 
Mr, Little had said that there was a new 
era coming when Fianna Fail Christianity 
would prevail, but he (Dr. Hennessy) hoped, 
for the good of this country, that 
the Fianna Fail idea of Christianity 
would never develop.

CLIENT’S ACTION FOR MONEY 
DUE. 

In Bray District Court yesterday, before 
Mr. L. Wrice, District Justice, 

Bernard J. muliins, Bray, applied for a 
payment oraer against Mr. Uharies Scott, a 
weil-known Dubin bookmaker, residing. at 
‘‘Ivanhoe,’’ bray, in respect of a decreé 
granted by the Circuit Court judge for so 
ids. for money due out of betting trans- 
actions. 

Mr. Magee, solicitor, for the applicant, 
stated that when the decree was granted at 
the Circuit Court the defendant asked for a 
stay of two months to enable him to pay the 
amount. That was granted, but he had 
failed to pay the amount., Everybody who 
knew thé defendant knew perfectly well that 
if he wished he conld pay three times the 
amount over and over again. 

Mr. Scott was examined, and, in reply to 
Mr. Magee, denied that he had given an 
undertaking to the Circuit Court judge to pay 
the amount in two months. He said that the 
account, in question was referred to the 
Conyngham Club. He also contended that 
the amount due was only £24. An order 
was made in 1926 7 the Conyngham Club 
that he should pay £10 a month, and he had 
already paid £58. 

Asked by the Justice what offer he pro- 
posed to make, Mr. Scott said that the racing 
season would not start until March next, and 
he would then pay the amount. 

Mr. G. Cullen, solicitor for the defendant, 
suggested that Mr. Scott was unable to pay 
the amount at the present time. 

The Justice made an order for the full 
amount to be paid in two instalments, the 
first instalment on the 1st May next.

GIRL'S ALLEGATIONS.

LECTURE ON LAPLAND. 

After throwing severa] slides of scenes in

During the summer 
there was no sunset in Lapland, and, he 
added, amidst laughter, ‘‘the only way you 
have of knowing that it is morning is when 
the dogs, which are trained to sleep in the 
beds with the people, get up.” 

Hé told his hearers, in conclusion, that 
when they thought of the Arctic regions not 
to think of them merely as a land of ice- 
bergs and Polar bears, but as a land of 
beautiful lakes, lovely places, and a land 
that knew no sunset.

The: belief-is held in many parts of the 
country that there are certain trees which { 

““it is not right” to cut, in addition to 
the' lonely bushes mentioned some time 
ago, in the “Irishman’s Diary.” 
remarkable example of such trées can~ be 
seen at the side of a well-known main road 
near the north-west coast. The remains 
of a small wood are situated by the side 
of a hill above this road; but of all the 
trees which once overhung the road only 
one remains standing, and, this one 
survivor bears two deep -scats of a saw. 
All the trees which were felled were used 
for blocking -the road during the troubled 
times, but about the one survivor a strange 
story is told. In the dead hours of the 
night two members of the I.R.A. started 
to: cut it; but before the saw had sunk 
more than an inch or two deeper than the 
bark they heard a groan like a person in 
pain coming from the interior. of the tree. 
Tt 1s too soon after these events to describe 
the movements of those who heard the 
urrearthly sound; but a few nights later 
two. of their comrades, to prove their 
freedom from superstition, returned . to 
finish the work of destruction. Again that 
nerve-shaking groan was heard. The tree 
still stands, and the two saw- -cuts still bear

Peche I elba. 


“The. true gacy of the origin of péche 
| Melba is not generally known. 
to the legend the famous chef, Escoffier, 
inventéd this dish as a tribute to 
Dame Nelli Melba—as from one artist to 
another. Having heard Mme. Melba sing, 
so the story goes, he was so enthralled Ly 
her. art that he racked his brains to create 
something worthy of her talents. So he 
réturned. to his- kitchen and produced. 
| péche Melba -to express his appreciation 
of her art. 

It is a charming story, but, unfor- 
tunately, like many other: good’ 
it is untrue. As a matter of fact, 'Escofher 
did not, hear Mme. Melba AE: till long 
after he had prepared the dish for her. 
Many years ago M. Escoffier was chef at 
the Heel: Carlton in London. It happened | * 
that Mme. Melba was a guest at this hotel 
ahd “was very fond: of ice-cream. When 
the chef heard ‘of her weakness, for a 
frozen dessert he prepared a dish of ice- 
cream with a whole peach and added a 
pink ‘sauce—sauce Cardinal—to give it, an 
added flavour. “The diva’ enjoyed it so 
much that she ordered it again and again, 
so, that eventually it became a fixture on 
the hotel menu. As it had been served 
first to Mme. Melba it was-called ‘‘ péche 
Melba.”” With that introduction it 
became . popular with Londoners,. and 
gradually: it became known all over the 
world. 


Ghe Novelist Secretary. 


Among the many notabilities in attend- 
ance at the Indian Round Table Con- 
ference: is one who had at one ‘time a 
considerable reputation as a novelist, and 
who wrote at least one “ be.t seller’ be- 
fore. the war. This is Mr. Marmaduke 
Pickthall, whose “ Said the Fisherman ” 
was one of the most attractive ‘‘Oriental’’ 
novels of the early part of this century. 

For some years now Mr. Pickthall, who 
is a Mussulman, and whose edition of the 
‘Koran .is now about to be published in 
London, ‘has been in the educational ser- 
vice-of the Nizam of Hyderabad. He is 
in London as head of the staff assisting 
the representatives: of the Nizam’s Govern- 
ment. He says that he finds the standard 
of culture higher in the Native States than 
in British. India, ‘* particularly in. the 
cities like Bombay.” 

Born in 1875 and educated at Harrow 
and on the. Continent, Mr. Marmaduke 
William. Pickthall has lived for the 
greater part of his-life in the East. He 
has: lived for Jong periods in ‘Syria and 
Egypt, and for a year'was with the 
famous Druses of Lebanon. His literary 
output has been small in recent years.

What is needed is not only letters and pro- 
tests in the Press, tut action, and that with- 
out delay. As you say, a bill to prohibit 
rr national disgrace would surely find little 

opposition in Dail. Eireann, but, the thing is 
to get it introduced. Something is being done 
in collecting signatures in order to give the 
bill, when introduced, all possible weight; 
but sométhing more is required. I suggest 
that a committee be formed—if such is not 
already in existence—without delay to take 
the matter up, to bring it to the notice of 
as many of our fellow-countrymen as possible, 
and to solicit support from every section of 
the community, and especially those concerned 
with horses, whether in work or sport. 
Such a committee would, I beliewe, receive 
very real support. 

If there is sc h AR which I personally can 
do to bring.such a committee into existence, 
I shall be only too happy to do it. I write 
this letter in FÉ ite spirit of an appeal and 
shall heartily welcome any response. You 
are not quite accurate in saying that the 
Churches are silent.

monasteries and massacres. Apart from the 
Scenery—the most varied and beautiful in 
Europe—the attraction of Ireland for the non- 
Irish non-Catholic Americans—who, after all, 
form the bulk of our travelling public—lies 
in its early monuments, its cloghans and its 
oldest duns, the relics of an indigenous, pre- 
Norman culture; and in the last survivors of 
the old. Gaelic customs and the old Gaelic 
race—the courtly people in their picturesque 
dress that we still find in the Gaeltacht. 

The American tourist visits Europe for art 
and culture, for which he goes to Italy; for 
hist@y, for which he goes to the Tower of 
Lonéa; for romance, for which he goes to 
Paris; and for old world atmosphere, for 
which he goes to—oh, hang it, why not tell

Owing to the changed conditions in Ireland 
there has been a steady falling off in the 
annual -contributions~in “the “last “seven -or 
eight years. In the present year the contribu- 
tions to the hospitals totalled £3,557, com- 
pared with £5,064 in the year 1921. 

With the enactment of the ‘‘ Sweepstakes 
Act.” for the relief of hospitals, the situation 
has become serious for those institutions 
which have set their faces against participa- 
tion in sweepstakes, as it is felt that the 
charity-giving public will feel tempted to 
withdraw their volunta:y contributions to the 
hospitals. 

At a spécial general meeting of the authori- 
ties of the fund, held in J uly last, the follow- 
ing resolution was passed :— 


That any hospital promoting. or tak- 


ing part in the promotion ot a sweep- 
stake, in pursuance of the provisions ot 
the Public Charitable Hospitals (Tem- 
porary Provisions) Act, 1930, shall cease 
to participate in the fund, and shal) not 
thereafter be readmitted as a participat- 
ing hospital, except by a resolution, due.

Disarmament and the Navy. 


It is not always easy to be, at the same 
time, a patriot and an iaternationalist. 
In theory to-day the world is making 
steady progress towards the goal of 
universal and permanent peace. Since 
1918 the great nations have pledged them- 
selves to a series of treaties which ought 
to eliminate war. During the present 
week Mr, Frank Bb. Kellogg has been 
crowned with the Nobel Peace Prize, and, 
at Geneva, the Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission has reached important agree- 
ments. This body is clearing the way for 
a final and, as everybody must hope, a 
completely successful effort to limit the 
size of all navies, armies and air forces. | 


for instance, it has failed to secure the 
inclusion of trained reservists in estimates 
of military strength—but it has extended 
the scope of limitation in other ways. 
“The present prospect,’ says The Times, 
“ig that the Convention which the 
Preparatory Commission should. produce 
in about a fortnight’s time will provide 
the basis of a scheme upon which 
equivalent and simultaneous reductions of 
arms can be made by all nations of good- 
will.” As _ internationalists we must 
rejoice, but, if patriotism interjects a 
doubt, does our patriotism thereby stand 
condemned? In the last twelve years 
Great Britain has given effective proofs of 
her inherent idealism. She is a whole- 
hearted advocate of international peace. 
She has been the readiest signatory of all 
the treaties. She has made drastic 
reductions in the strength of her Navy 
and Army. Nobody—or hardly anybody— 
has followed this lead. All the other 
Powers are devoted, in theory, to the 
cause of peace ; yet most of them not only 
have not reduced, but have increased, 
their armies. The United States and 
Japan have increased their navies, and 
France and Italy announce plans of multi- 
plied construction. Who is at fault? Has 
Britain oytrun the international pro- 
gramme or have the other nations broken 
faith with her? 

Britain’s security depends, 
Providence, on the maintenance of an 
adequate Navy. Speaking in London this 
week, Lord Lloyd said that the two out- 
standing results of the talk about disarma- 
ment were the rapid decline of the British 
Navy and the rapid growth of foreign 
navies. In the late War Britain came to 
the verge of disaster, although her naval 
strength in cruisers and destroyers was con- 
siderably greater than it is to-day. ‘* We 
are deluding ourselves,” said Lord Lloyd, 
“if we pretend that in any struggle with 
enemies more favourably situated, and with 
bases oversea, we could possibly defend 
ourselves with less than half the number 
of cruisers and with, perhaps, 110 
destroyers in place of over 400.” 
Furthermore, a fleet is. founded not 
only on ships, but on men, and no 
sudden call to arms can produce naval 
scamen, Not only as a weapon, but as 
a school of efficiency and character, 
the British Navy is being weakened. In 
recent years hundreds of brilliant officers 
have been retired prematurely. Since 1914 
the personnel of the Navy has been reduced 
from 146,000 to 99,000 men, During the 
same period America has increasen her 
personnel from 67,000 to 146,000, and the 
Japanese total has increased from 50,000 to 
1 85,000. Can British patriotism, even in 
the high cause of universal disarmament, 
afford to take this risk? It may be argued

Balfast's Shipyards. 


To many workmen in Belfast Christmas 
will bring an excess of holidays. 
Whereas the great shipbuilding works of 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff will allow 
their employés merely the norma] week’s 
holiday, Messrs. Worl  -; Clark (1928), 
Ltd., have decided to close their yard 
for a period 1o0t exceeding two months 
from December 20th, and their engine 
works for one month. from: the same 
date. This step has been taken in conse- 
quence of the continued depression in the 
shipping industry. According to an ofhcia! 
announcement by Messrs. Workman, Clark, 
the tanker freight market is in a par- 
ticularly low state, and a number of ship- 
owners have requested that orders which 
they laid some time ago shall not be 
hastened for the present. The firm has 
75,000 tons dead-weight shipping on hand 
and there is a possibility that several new 
contracts may be secured shortly. If any 
of these contracts are obtained, the 
directors will employ as much labour as 
will be required. One note of brightness 
is struck in the official announcement. 
The directors are hopeful that the lowest 
point of the depression which prevails 
among the shipping trades has. been passed, 
and that the new. year will show such an 
improvement in the state of the freight 
markets that every vessel on hand will be 
‘required at once, and fresh orders wil] be 
laid. Belfast has been unfortunate in 
that her two principal trades Have been 
smitten with a heavy blow. Nevertheless, 
while there is room for doubt’ about the 
future of the linen industry, “the ship- 
builders’ prospects are not unfavourable. 
The fate of linen, it is true, is dne in no 
small degree to itself; but no such charge 
can be levied against the vards, ‘whose 
methods and machinery are equal to those 
of any country in the oi!d:.

College, Dublin, presided over the annual 
general meeting of the National University 
of Ireland Club held at St. Ermin’s, West- 
minster, last night, when he congratulated 
the members on the excellent progress that 
the Club had made in little more than a 
‘year, and expressed the belief that it wou): 
become an. important. Irish institution in 
London. He also pointed out that the 
National University, drawing students 
from Dublin, Cork, Galway and Maynooth, 
was not a local university, but representa- 
tive of the country, so that the Club re 

resented in England the culture and 
| intellect. of the Irish people. He promised 
that the support given to the Club by the 
University bail be continued. Dr. 
Kiernan, the Hon. Secretary of the Club, 
in the annual general report, said that the 

overning body of University College, 
Dublin, had presented a silver cup, which 
the Committee had decided to hold for an 
annual golf competition. The first winner 
was Dr. J. J. Cremin. Many other gifts 
had been received from Ireland, while the 
library contained forty-two works by 
graduates, many of which were gifts. The 
number of members at present was: 
London members 127, country members 
73, and overseas members 14—a total of 
two hundred and fourteen. 


Parliamentary Procedure. 


It is a great many years since the pro- 
cedure of the House of Commons was 
brought thoroughly up-to-date, and even 
now its standing orders are in an incom- 
plete form. A new select committee, 
which will be appointed to revise the pro- 
cedure, will have something of a task, 
though the new conditions probably will be 
met é new methods. One suggestion is 
that the Speaker shall be given powers to 
bring a debate to a conclusion when he is 
of the opinion that discussion has been 
exhausted, and thus may avert what is 
heard frequently in the House—an almost 
endless repetition of arguments for and 
against a motion. Another idea is that 
Parliament should meet at an earlier hour 
and that all-night sittings should be 
extremely uncommon. The committee will 
be composed of fifteen members, including 
Mr. Hacking, Sir Hugh O'Neill, Sir Basil 
Peto, Mr, Ernest Brown, Mr. Hore- 
Belisha and Mr. Barr. 


Landing Places for Aeroplanes. 


During the next few months it is pro- 
bable that a very great advance will be 
made in the provision of properly equipped 
landing grounds for the use of private 
flying machines, since during the past year 
no fewer than one hundred and seven such 
grounds have been discovered and will be 
available as soon as possible. Sir Alan 
Cobham, who is mainly responsible for the 
‘discovery, believes that they will fill 
the gaps between existing aerodromes, and 
will increase greatly the safety of the 
aviator. The grounds which have been 
approved by the Air Ministry are suitable 
for all types of machines. A number of 
towns are having their environs surveyed 
by experts in ios db to secure the best pos- 
sible positions for future air parks, and it 
is apparent that sooner or later the whole 
country will have a network of landing 
places. | 


** Records. 


The Royal Automobile Club desires to 
draw the attention of all concerned to the 
growing practice of advertising inter- 
national class ‘‘ records’’ as world's 
“records.” A world’s “record ” is the 
best performance recognised by the Inter- 
national Association, irrespective of size 
of engine, whereas a class “ record ” ts 
the best performance in a particular class. 
To claim, therefore, a class “ record ” as 
a world’s “ record ” is a gross misrepre- 
sentation of facts, and is a serious breach 
of the international and R.A.C. competi- 
tion rules. A number of instances have 
occurred recently where class “ records *’ 
have been advertised as world’s ‘‘records,”’ 
and in every case the R.A.C. has required 
the offending advertisement to be with- 
drawn and a correction to be inserted. 
This improvement; however, does not 
entirely meet the case, since it 
extremely difficult to overtake completely 
a mis-statement once it has been pub- 
lished.. The penalties for the publication 
of false or misleading information in 
regard to “' records ” are severe, and the 
R.A.C. advises all those concerned in such 
attempts in the future to take pains that 
any results advertised are in accordance 


| with the facts. 


Railway Wages. 


The directors of the London, Midland 
and Scottish Railway have announced a 
reduction in their fees of twenty-five per 
cent.—a not inconsiderable sum, The 
statement was made just before the re- 
ceipt of the replies from the railway 
unions that the proposals of the companies 
for a general reduction in wages were re- 
jected emphatically. The rejection in some 
cases was accompanied by a request for 
increased pay for certain sections of rail- 
way workers. The proposals now must be 
submitted to the Wages Board, where they 
will undergo a kind of trial, at which both 
parties will be represented by counsel. It 
will be some time before the Wages Board 
can come to a decision, and it is prob- 
able that no arrangement will be con: 
cluded until the new year. The hearing 
will be complicated greatly. by the de- 
mands put forward by the National Union 
of Railwaymen for a guaranteed week for 
the shopmen—a point long in dispute.

STATEMENT BY MR. COOK. 


The miners’ delegate Conference in 
London yesterday lasted five hours, and at 
the close Mr. A. J. Cook made the follow- 
ing statement :— an 

‘* A report of the situation in the coal- 
fields was given by the three officials, and 
also on the discussions and recommenda- 
tions of the National Board.

A TWO MONTHS’ 
STOPPAGE, 


_— 


(From Our Reporter.) 
BELFAST, Friday. 
I was officially informed to-day. that 
Messrs. Workman, Clark (1928), Ltd., 


| have decided to close down their shipyard 


for a period not exceeding two months 
from the 20th December. The engine 
works will be closed for a period of one 
month from the same date. 

This step has been rendered necessary 
by the depressed state of the shipping 
industry, which has caused shipowners to 
cogent delay in the. construction and 
delivery of new vessels as much as pos- 
sible. At the present time the firm have 
75,000 tons dead weight of shipping in 
hands, including the Kosmos II. (25,000 
tons dead weight), the world’s largest 
whaling factory, Four large tankers are 
also building, the owners of which, owing 
to the state of the freight market, have no 
need for immediate delivery. 

It is with the utmost reluctance that the 
directors have come to the decision to close 
down temporarily, During the stoppage 
they will endeavour to use as much labour 
as possible, 

Several inquiries for new vessels are 
being dealt with at the moment, and 
should any new contracts be obtained the 
preliminary work on them will be pushed 
forward in order that the work of construc- 
tion may be proceeded with. The directors 
are hopeful that the lowest point of the 
depression has now been passed, and that, 
with the turn of the year, the freight 
markets and shipping generally will show 
such an improvement that not only will 
the vessels in hand be required imme 
diately, but fresh orders will be fort’ 
coming.

STR JOHN SIMON AND THE 
SOLUTION.

A STOPPAGE OF WORK 
INEVITABLE. 
; ; . é A I ——-—éb — 

The Times of ae (á in a leading 
article, says:—The decision of the 
National Delegate Conference of the 
Miners’ Federation yesterday was an act 
of blind folly. It appears to make inevit- 
able a stoppage of work in the coalfields of 
South Wales and Scotland on Monday; 
and nothing but great good sense in 


} several of the smaller districts will pre- 


vent stoppages there also, which will be 
wholly against the interests and the 
desires of the men immediately concerned. 
It appears, moreover, that the decisive 
votes in the Conference were cast by men 


required to strike in consequence of the 
decision that was taken, and who have 
postponed consideration of the question 
whether they shall strike at all. 

The interests of the men in the different 
districts .were at variance—or were 
thought to be—and those who will not 
suffer the consequence of yesterday’s deci- 
sion were instrumental in imposing that 
decision upon others who will imme- 
diately be without a means of main. 
tenance. It would have been bad 
enough if the Federation had possessed 
this power over the livelihood of hundreds 
of thousdnds of men by virtue of the 
loyalty which binds men together in trade 
organisations, but it is worse that this 
power, which has been grossly misused, 
should have been conferred on the Federa- 
tion by Parliament. 


THE SPREAD-OVER. 

In the last stages of the consideration of 
the Coal Mines Bill Parliament gave to the 
Miners’ Federation, on the one hand, and 
to the Mining Association, on the other, a 
right of veto on the arrangement in any 
coalfield of a “ spread-over “ of the work- 
ing time. The spread-over plan permits of 
more than seven and a-half hours work, 
though not more than eight, on sume days, 
provided that the total amount of working 
time in a fortnight does not exceed ninety 
hours. The intenticn of the veto has never 
veen in doubt. 

The miners had represented that they 
might be compelled to accept a spread-over 
arrangement against their will, and the 
single purpose of the Federation’s veto was 
to provide an assurance of freedom of 
choice. In fact, the federation has robbed 
the District Associations of freedom to 
choose, It has dictated.

THE PRESIDENT AND 
THE POOR. 


By Our Speciat REPRESENTATIVE, 

If the unemployed, for whon the 
Government has apportioned £300,000, had 
to wait for the money until the Dail ceased 
talking about it they would probab'y 
initiate a powerful movement for a tariff 
on orators, home-grown or imported. 

Everybody in the House has agreed that 
the £300.000 is to be spent, and every 
deputy has determined to get as big a slice 
of it as he can for his own constituents. 
That being so, the ordinary plain citizen 
may be pardoned for asking: “ Why the 
oratorical flood ?”’ 

Of course, if the plain citizen knew any- 
thing of high politics he would under- 
stand that legislation is not so simple as 
all that. Mr. Lemass, the “ rising hope '” 
of Fianna Fail, as President Cosgrave 
dubbed him yesterday, could elucidate the 
matter for them, 


’* THE FLOODS ARE OUT.” 

“ My own party,” said Mr. Lemass, at 
the end of the only speech he made yester- 
day, ‘‘ do not like to resist the passing 
of this vote, but we have little hope that 
any real good will result from it.” This 
being the case, all the Fianna Fail 
deputies and all the Lahour deputies must 
necessarily arise and develop tue theme, 
pointing out how inadequate is this paltry 
sum and.in how many better ways the 
Government could have come to the relief 
of unemployment. 

“The people,” declared Mr. Aiken, 
passionately, “are waiting like wolves to 
tear down the Government who threw 
them this sop in order fo stave off the 
evil day.” In other words, Mr. Aiken 
believes that the people are waiting to 
bite the hand that feeds them. 


A LYRICAL OUTBURST. 

Mr.. Cassidy, the Labour member for 
Donegal, grew quite lyrical and said that 
the motion was “ like a ballad to the 
mourning moon.” He gave the House to 
understand that hi; constituency alone 
could swallow the whole £300,000 without 
feeling the slightest pang of financial 
indigestion. 

President Cosgrave was in his brightest 
Friday morning mood when he rose to deal 
with some remarks by Mr. Lemass. The 
Fianna Fail deputy had stated that the 
Government had done nothing for the 
previous two days but sit on the Front 
Bench and look bored. 

“ Hí 'you had to sit on the Front Bench 
listening to this,” said Mr. Cosgrave, 
‘you would look bored, too.’’ 

There was one point in the “ Rising 
Hope’s ” oration to which the head of the 
Government took special exception. Mr. 
Lemass had stated that people were starv- 
ing in tenement rooms in Dublin, and 
that the occupants of the other rooms 
neither knew nor cared. 


“THE POOR THAT HELP 
THE POOR.” 

“Tf I was looking for the virtues of the 
Dublin citizens,”’ said Mr. Cosgrave, “I 
would go to the tenement houses, and there 
I would find more charity and kindness and 
consideration for others among the very 
poor than I would find anywhere else.” 
Deputy Lemass’s remark he characterised 
as a slander on the Dublin poor, and he 
should withdraw. 

Deputy Lemass protested that he did not 
mean that it was a regular occurrence, but 
he knew of one case where people in a tene- 
ment were starving, and their neighbours 
did not know it.

Continent is the most unsaleable stuff 
absolutely unfit for the Gondor matket, even 
for the poorest’ of the poor. He sampled 
during his short stay in Dublin many” a 
rasher in restaurants «ind: concluded that, if 
Irish it smelt and tasted Jike Continental of 
the worst ‘quality. 

The Danes, he says, command the market 
—that is an undoubted fact—they are the 
great bacon specialists. . They are not 
allowed to serid fresh pork. to Fingland ; no 
country on -the Continent can, through the. 
embargo on fresh meat, and that is why 
Ireland should apply herself to fresh pork 
production and export. _ That. is the solu- 
tion of the problem. : 

‘Produce the porker the London market 
wants—the fresh pig, with head, feet, 
kidneys, and fat, backbone and-ribs and even 
tail commands a higher price than bacon, 
providing the weight of ‘such. pigs does: not 
exceed six to seven stone of 14]b.” 

“I would,” he adds, ‘“‘impress oh pig 
producers the necessity of applying them- 
selves to fresh rk production for the 
English market. Neglect bacon for the time. 
The Continent is full of bacon pigs and for 
a twelvemonth trade will be Bad. M 
personal friends in the Smithfield Market, 
Messrs..

In consequence 
of the constant quality, ease of control, clean- 
liness and reduction.of wasted products, ihere 
had been a striking éxpansion fii the sales of 
electricity year by vear, which indicated 
steady advance in England. towards the 
efficient use of power apd.increased mechani 
sation; but it was not so fully. appreciated 


} that this had heen accompanied by increasing 


demands for more efficient methods of heat 
ing. The extent of this could be realised by 
hoting-- that. the-- annual inerease in the 
quantity of gas sold, converted to a common 
basis of heating-value, had-been consistently 
‘maintained -at nearly twice that of the cor- 
responding increase in the sales of public 
electricity. | 

Although the production of gas had shown 
a regular growth in Great Britain for many 
years, the coal consumption of the industry 
iad remained at a steady figure of approxi 
mately 18,000,000 tons for seme years past. 
The increased yield of gas had been provided 
from coal carbonising plants, and not to anv 
serious extent from any increased water gas 
manufacture. The production of coal gas from 
oné ton of coal had been raised from 12,700 
cubic feet in 1922 to 14,250 cubic feet ‘in 
1929. 

The progressive increase in the yield was, 
naturally, not now so great as it was, see- 
| ing that the, older plants had, been super- 
seded by newer and more efficient units, and 
it was unlikely that any material increase in 
this direction could be secured in the near 
future, They might. therefore, reasonably 
expect an wicreased demand for coal by the 
gas industry proportionate to the increase in 
the demand for gas. 

Remarking that the extended use of coke 
would go far towards a reduction in the 
smoke nuisance, Sir David said it was satis- 
factory to note that last year over 10,000,000 


} tons of coke were sold in the home domestic 


and industrial markets, and an approximately 
equal amount was used in the manufacture oí 
iron and steel, and it was hopéd that in the 
hear future. this would ‘be largeéiy increased. 

Mention of coke as a domestic fuel would 
be incomplete without reference to the cokes 
produced by low temperature carbonisation.

A number of processes had also 
en operated in other parts of the country, 
and, although he would not like to claim that 
finality had been reached, it could safely be 
said that, technically, the successful treat- 
ment of coal by low temperature processes 
was now thoroughly understood. - Until the 
consumer of svlid smokeless fuel could buv 
his fuel as cheaply as his air-polluting coa!- 
burning neighbour he could see no hopeful 
future of any low, temperature process whose 
jaole, or at least principal, Aim was the 
production of a domestic fuel superior to coal. 
As te co-operation of gas and electricity, 
the experiment in one large power station of 
carbonising the fuel before combustion was 
not only being continued, but extended. Theve 
must be many other cases. where the use of 
enked fuels could. be employed with advan 
tage both te the nation and to the respective 
undertakings.

WORK OF ST. VINCENT DE PAUL 
SOCIETY. 


The Committee of Management of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Night Shelter for Catholic 
Men, Back lane, Dublin, will hold their 
annual meeting in the Oak Room of the 
Mansion House, Dublin, on the 7th of next 
month, when the report for the year 1929 
will be presented. In this report the (Com- 
mittee state that during that period 35,556 
men were admitted to the shelter and 71,594 
free meals were served. The free Sunday 
dinners which commenced in May, 1928, had 
since been cortinued, with excellent results. 
Another most necessary form of assistance 
came inta operation during the year, whereby 
men who obtain employment while in the 
institution, but have no means: of support 
after leaving, pending receipt of their wages 
at the week-end, will in future receive shelter 
and three free meals daily during this 
interval, | Many interesting and deserving 
cases came to the notice of the Committee 
during the past year, and in most instances 
substantial and permanent help resulted from 
the temporary aid afforded by the institution. 
Two conclusions may be drawn from the 
certified figures of the «receipts and expendi- 
ture for the current year—first, that there is 
an alarmingly great demand for the aid aud 
the benefits of the shelter; and, secondly, 
that it is imperative that the circle of friends 
and supporters by whose aid it has been built 
and supported must widen considerably if the 
work is to continue and progress, The Com- 
mittee plead for a share in charitable dona- 
‘tions and bequests which would put their 
work beyond all risk of 


are available. 

In the eight championship classes only four 
holders detended their titles, amongst these 
being Private Murray, holder of both the 
cruiser and heavy-weight titles.

Boxing 
cooly throughout he lured Treacy into dropp- 
ing his guard repeatedly, and flashed in a 
series of deits and rights to the head, which 
early on gave him a good lead on points. 
Treacy fought back with determination, but 
he lacked both the class and speed of 
O'Shea. .. 

Private Walsh has had a long career in
